HOUSE OKS $819 BILLION ECONOMIC STIMULUS 
BILL; CRITICS DECRY ‘INSANE* PROGRAMS

WASHINGTON Looking beyond the House 
approval of an $819 billion economic stimu- 
lus plan, President Obama said Wednesday 
the nation is at a “perilous moment” requiring 
swift and decisive action. 

“We don’t have a moment to spare,” Obama 
said in the East Room of the White House, 
hours before a crucial House roll call vote. 

The House approved it Wednesday night 
with a vote of 244-188, with Republicans unan- 
imous in opposition. The bill heads now to the 
Senate, where debate could begin Monday 
Obama tempered the sense of urgency in his 
voice with an observation that he and corpo- 
rate leaders “left our meeting confident that 
we can still turn our economy around.” 

He has spent his first days in office trying to 
drum up bipartisan support for his expensive 
and expansive plan to help pull the country out 
of the year-old recession. It’s the first major 


test of his presidency; how he handles the 
volatile situation, and the effect of his stimu- 
lus package on the economy, could well set the 
tone for his entire term. 

The House measure had been estimated 
to cost $825 billion, but the Congressional 
Budget Office updated the bill’s price tag to 
$816 billion after accountants recalculated the 
cost. That total rose by $3 billion when the 
House approved on a voice vote a Democratic 
amendment for mass transit. 

The legislation already includes about $550 
billion in spending and roughly $275 billion in 
tax cuts in hopes of spurring the economy and 
helping recession victims. Much of the spend- 
ing would be for items such as health care, 
jobless benefits, food stamps and other such 
programs. 

On Capitol Hill, Republicans expressed dis- 
pleasure about “insane” programs that would 
be funded in the plan and “minuscule” tax 


ON THE BILL 

A few details from the $819 billion 
economic recovery plan drafted by 
House Democrats and President Obama’s 
economic team: 

» Aid to the poor and unemployed: 

$43 billion to provide extended 
unemployment benefits through Dec. 31, 
increase them by $25 a week and provide 
job training. 

» Infrastructure: $43 billion for 
transportation projects, including $30 billion 
for highway and bridge construction and 
repair and $12 billion for mass transit. 

»$500 per-worker, $1,000 per-couple tax 
cut for two years, costing about $145 billion. 
Workers could expect to see about $20 a 
week less withheld from their paychecks 
starting in June.

House Minority Leader John Boehner (R- 
Ohio) promoted a GOP alternative and said the 
Democratic plan “won’t create many jobs, but 
it will create plenty of programs and projects 
through slow-moving government spending.”

Hype dream 


Chicago’s own ad guys 
know Super Bowl’s all 
about the commercials

Like the football pros taking the field Sunday, 
one local advertising duo has survived several 
months— and several rounds of elimination— 
to make it to Super Bowl XLIII. Creative team 
Brant Herzer and Tyler Campbell went head- 
to-head with approximately eight to lo internal 
teams at ad agency DDB Chicago, which pro- 
duced more than loo TV commercial scripts for 
beer maker Anheuser-Busch in the past month. 

Of those, only lo are chosen and produced. 

And of those, only six might air, seven if the 
game goes into overtime. 

The suspense is building for Herzer and 
Campbell, who have two spots in the running, 
they said. 

“This is our first Super Bowl spot ever that has 
been in serious contention,” the South Loop’s 
Herzer, 28, said of the team’s two ads. “I think 
we have a good chance.” 

Campbell was less optimistic, though it’s not 
the duo’s first brush with Super Bowl status. 

Three years ago, as freelancers, two of their 
Anheuser-Busch concepts were selected, then 
shot and produced for possible airing. The ads 
didn’t make it into the game, but Campbell and 
Herzer did end up landing permanent gigs with 
DDB Chicago. Their next big break— literally— 
came in 2007, when they earned awards and 
acclaim for their Bud Light commercial about 
two men trying to sneak brewskis during an 
opera, only to have a singer shatter the bottles 
with her voice. 

Fast forward to Sunday: One of the two 
concepts the ad men will be rooting for is 
“Meeting,” for Bud Light. “Meeting” centers on 
a corporate brainstorming session in which an 


employee apparently not so wisely suggests that 
the company cut costs by not buying Bud Light 
for every meeting. An online preview made 
available by Anheuser-Busch stops short of the 
ad’s punch line. 

“Even if they tell us ours will air, it could change 
at any time,” Campbell said with a nervous laugh. 
Indeed, there have been a “handful of instances” 
where Anheuser-Busch has made changes late in 
the process, the company’s chief creative officer. 
Bob Lachky confirmed. 

“I’m very superstitious,” Campbell said. ‘After 
all. I’m from Boston.” 

Football has its fervent fans, but Super Bowl 
is all about the ads for Herzer, Campbell and 
other local ad experts. Throughout the game, the 
creative minds behind the traditional commercials 
will focus less on the pigskin than industry and 
anecdotal reaction to their concepts. 

Commercials continue to be king on Super 
Bowl Sunday, said John Condon, an executive at 
Chicago-based ad agency Leo Burnett. Condon, 
the firm’s chief creative officer, said he has 
worked on at least a half-dozen ads that aired 
during football’s game of the year. 

“You have an audience of 95 million people 
watching,” Condon said. “Everybody is going 
to see what you’ve done— from neighbors to 
friends. Everyone.” 

Tes, the stakes are that high. 

Add to that the cost of airtime this year: 
most ads are priced at $3 million for 30 seconds, 
according to the head of a local university panel 
that assesses ad success and failure. 

Super Bowl ads can make or break a brand, 
said Tim Calkins, the Northwestern University 
professor who heads the Kellogg School Super 
Bowl Advertising Review. The investment is 
even riskier this year amid a weak economy A 
number of former Super Bowl mainstays are 
taking a veritable bye week, including FedEx 
and GM. Both brands opted not to run spots 
this year for financial reasons. The Associated 


Press reported. 

“The lineup is not what it usually is for Super 
Bowl 2009,” said Calkins, who along with an 
approximately 35-member group of faculty and 
students, have judged ads the past five years. 

“They may have fewer to judge this year,” 
Calkins predicted. 

However, it’s not unheard of for an advertiser 
to double dip. Anheuser-Busch could air as many 
as eight Super Bowl spots if the game goes into 
overtime, according to Lachky 

Why so much airtime? The beer brewer has 
big shoes to fill, according to Calkins, who said 
Anheuser-Busch traditionally receives critical 
and audience acclaim for its humor-focused Bud 
Light campaigns and the more heartfelt ads for 
its Budweiser brand. 

But there will be plenty of companies 
competing on the memorability front, Calkins 
said, citing this year’s lineup, including a 3-D 
commercial for DreamWorks Animation’s 
“Monsters vs. Aliens.” 

“That’s a great way to make a splash,” he 
said. “Customers will have to get these glasses 
and anticipate the moment. It’s an astonishing 
concept.” 

Three-dimensional or two, ad success for 
any Super Bowl all-star depends on its ability to 
make viewers laugh or touch their hearts. 

‘Ads have to strike the right tone and 
communicate,” Calkins said. “People are feeling 
differently this year. Some advertisers will try to 
adjust to that. But by and large, we’ll still have a 
lot of humor and big production.” 

Reaction to ad performance will be swift— and 
in some cases cruel— as Calkins and Condon can 
attest. 

Still, Herzer and Campbell said they are 
psyched for their shot at Super Bowl glory 

“This is the closest we’re going to get to being 
on TV in a big way,” Campbell said, joking. 
“Neither of us is particularly attractive.” kkyles®

“I 
was mad that an idea I really cared 
about got killed, so I swung,” he 
said. “There was a real pain in my 
wrist, and I was surprised at how 
hard the bag was. I doubt I’ll be 
doing that again.” 

On writers’ biock: 

What does Herzer do when he hits 
the creative wall? “Hope Tyler’s 
got an idea,” the art director 
deadpanned.

New schools chief 
booed at 1st meeting

Newly installed Chicago Public 
Schools CEO Ron Huberman got 
a rude awakening at his first board 
Huberman meeting Wednesday as dozens of 

parents and teachers blasted plans 
to close and reorganize 22 schools. 

Even though the changes had been announced by his pre- 
decessor, U.S. Education Secretary Ame Ehincan, Huberman 
was booed by a packed audience who called him an educa- 
tional novice and a political appointee of Mayor Daley 
Huberman has led the CTA and was Dale/s chief of stafE 

Board of Education President Rufus Williams defended 
Huberman from the heckling by threatening to remove 
troublemakers. 

While the board is not set to vote until next month on 
the latest round of school closings and reorganizations, a 
coalition of nearly a dozen groups including the Chicago 
Teachers Union, the Caucus of Rank and Pile Educators 
and others held news conferences Wednesday to speak 
out against the proposals. 

They accuse the district of closing down schools as part 
of Dale/s efforts to push his Renaissance 2010 plan to open 
100 new schools. Critics say the push is away to put schools 
in gentrifying neighborhoods under control of private com- 
panies and to fire union teachers. The district claims the 
schools have low enrollment or are academically failing. 

“It’s becoming increasingly clear that this is not an edu- 
cation plan, it is a business plan, it is a real estate developer 
plan that has nothing to do with education,” said Karen 
Lewis, a teacher at King College Prep.

Quit yer whinin’, D.C. 

President Obama and his two daughters have a message 
for Washington, based on years of Chicago winters:

A dusting of snow-followed by melting, rain, sleet and 
then overnight freezing-packed much of the Washington 
area in ice Wednesday morning. Schools throughout the 
region shut down, including Sidwell Friends, where Sasha 
and Malia Obama are enrolled. 

“Can I make a comment that is unrelated to the 
economy, very quickly?” Obama asked at the White House 
on Wednesday. “My children’s school was canceled today 
because of what-some ice?” 

As reporters and business leaders laughed, Obama 
added: “My 7-year-old [Sasha] pointed out that [in 
Chicago] you’d go outside for recess in weather like this. 

... You wouldn’t even stay indoors. So it’s-l don’t know. 

We re going to have to try to apply some flinty Chicago 
toughness to this town.” tribune 


Senate president: Blagojevich 
wants to speak Thursday at trial

SPRINGFIELD Gov. Blagojevich wants to make a statement, 
but not answer any questions, at the impeachment trial he 
has thus far avoided, the Illinois Senate president announced 
Wednesday 

A buzz swept through the Senate chambers when 
President John CuUerton (D-Chicago) made the surprise 
announcement on the unprecedented trial’s third day 

“It’s my understanding that the governor wishes to file an 
appearance to give a closing argument, not to testily or to 
submit himself to cross-examination,” Guile rt on told the 
trial. “Just to give a closing argument.” 

The Democratic governor has refused to take part in 
the proceedings. Instead, he appeared on one news show 
after another to proclaim his innocence and declare the 
trial unconstitutional, saying he wouldn’t dignily it by 
participating. 

But Wednesday afternoon, Blagojevich’s acting chief of staff 


met with CuUerton’s chief of staff and asked that the governor 
be allowed to make a statement before the Senate votes 
Thursday on whether to convict and remove him from office. 

Blagojevich spokesman Lucio Guerrero said he didn’t know 
what the governor planned to say but that he decided to go to 
Springfield because he wants a chance to make his argument. 

“I don’t think he’s going down there to resign, I think he’s 
going down to make his appeal to the senators,” Guerrero 
said. 

Making a closing statement would be different from 
testifying, which would have allowed senators and the 
impeachment prosecutor to question Blagojevich. 

Sen. Dan Cronin (R-Elmhurst) called the governor’s request 
“cowardly, but consistent with the way he has governed,” 
The two- term governor has denied any wrongdoing since 
being arrested last month on a variety of corruption charges, 
including scheming to benefit from appointing President 
Obama’s U.S, Senate replacement and demanding campaign 
contributions in exchange for state services, 

Cullerton said the governor would be given 90 minutes 
to make a closing statement— in effect, acting as his own 
attorney

Task masters 

No time for decorating or oil 
changes? Outsource errands

Dr. Kimberly Wright’s Christmas tree stood in a living 
room for two weeks without any decorations. That 
changed last month, when Emily Lytle and Carolyn 
Schnuck drove to Naperville to festively spruce it up for 

Wright, who’s on bed 
rest and pregnant with 
twins. 

Earlier this month, 
they returned for two 
hours to untangle the 
strands of white lights, 
remove gold ornaments 
and red ribbons from 
the tree, and box up the 
holiday decorations. 

Wright called

Lytle and 
Schnuck run Endeavor Concierge, where they fetch items 
and run errands booked through their Web site. Wright paid 
them $93.94 for the Christmas decorating job. 

“People don’t have time. And we’re trying to save you 
time,” Schnuck said. 

The growing concierge and errand service industry 
has doubled in size the last couple of years, according 
to the International Concierge and Errand Association, 
a non-profit trade association. Eounded in 2001, the 
association counts more than 500 members in more than 
20 countries. 

Chicago-based Errand Solutions launched in 2000 
and now has locations in 17 states servicing corporate 
clients including Northwestern and Children’s Memorial 
Hospital. A World Class Concierge Service followed in 
2003, and Chicago Anytime Assistants formed in 2008. 

The outsourcing of errands has even spread overseas 
on sites like asksunday.com or getfriday.com, where 
virtual assistants in India book travel plans and manage 
calendars.

Ewww But now airlines are cleaning up their act and their 
planes as passengers travel less and become more sought- 
after customers due to the recession, finally acknowledging 
service shortfalls that have made flying within the US. such 
a misery in recent years. 

Among them. United Airlines is starting to pay greater 
attention to its planes, after scoring last in a J.D. Power and 
Associates survey of airline customer service in 2008, and 
tying with Northwest Airlines for the lowest consumer rank- 
ing of its aircraft interiors. 

Starting last fall at O’Hare, United overhauled both how it 
tackles dirt and stains on its jets and how often it does so. 

American Airlines, which along with United dominates 


flights out of O’Hare, has seen passenger complaints about 
dirty planes fall by 40 percent since it stepped up its cleaning 
last year, said spokesman Tim Smith. 

At a time when airlines are scrambling to attract passen- 
gers, ridding an aircraft cabin of grime is a business neces- 
sity Cleanliness “absolutely” affects passenger loyalty, said 
Jack Smith, senior vice president for customer service with 
AirTran Airways. 

United’s aircraft typically would languish for six months 
between “heavy” cleans, and sometimes as long as every 
18 months. That is an intensive scrubbing of the passenger 
cabin, done every 30 days at many carriers, where every 
surface is swabbed, carpet shampooed, nooks and crannies 
scoured, seat-cushion removed and searched for stains. 

Now, the intensive cleans are done every 30 days for the 
smaller United jets that fly within the US., and every 15 
days for the wide-body aircraft that cross the Atlantic and 
Pacific.

Like hotel concierges, Lytle and Schnuck aim to give 
clients VIP treatment and cater to their needs. But not 
every need can be met. Eor example, the duo had to turn 
down a request to wrap 50 presents the afternoon of 
Christmas Eve. 

Jobs they’re willing to do range from the glamorous 
(planning a cocktail party or personal shopping) to the 
mundane (housesitting or taking cars in for service). 

Lytle, who used to manage a high-end clothing 
boutique’s Web site, said she got the idea for Endeavor 
after once putting off getting her car’s oil changed for 
10,000 miles. 

“I was working in a job where I never got home before 8 
p.m. and never made it to Jiffy Lube because it was closed,” 
Lytle said. “On the way home one day I thought, ‘There are 
probably so many people out there who don’t want to spend

WASHINGTON Bucking the Obama adminis- 
tration, House Republicans on Wednesday 
defeated a bill to delay the upcoming transition 
from analog to digital TV broadcasting to June 
12— leaving an estimated 6.5 million U.S. house- 
holds unprepared for the switchover. 

The 258-168 vote failed to clear the two-

House Republicans say a delay also would 
burden wireless companies and public safety 
agencies waiting for the spectrum that will be 
freed up by the switch, and create added costs 
for TV stations that would have to continue 


broadcasting both analog and digital signals for 
four more months. 

The defeat is a setback for President Obama 
and Democrats on Capitol Hill, who maintain 
that the Bush administration bungled efforts to 
ensure that all consumers will be ready for next 
month’s analog shut-off 

The next step remains unclear.

The phone rings a 
few times and a man 
answers. 

“Is this the Necro 
Butcher?” I ask. 

“Dylan will work,” 
says the voice on the 
other end. 

The man chuck- 
ling at the ridicu- 
lousness of being 
called by his character 
name is the Necro Butcher, 
a wrestler who has spent 
the last decade gaining 
attention for his brutal 
battles and tolerance 
for pain— and, most 
recently, wielding 
a staple gun during 
a match with Randy 
“The Ram” Robinson 
(Mickey Rourke) in 
Darren Aronofsky’s film 
“The Wrestler.” But the 
Necro Butcher also is just 
Dylan Summers, a 35-year- 
old Pittsburgh-area resident cur- 
rently hanging at home with his young 
daughter. 

Before he enters the ring for a pay-per- 
view taping Saturday in Chicago Ridge, 
Summers spoke to us about “The Wrestler,” 
his familiarity with staple guns and some- 
thing that scares him much more than 
metal. 

What does it feel like to have things stapled 
to your forehead? 

Exactly the way you think it does. You have 
something metal stabbing you. It depends 
on the size and the gage of the staple too. 
There’s big staples, and they’re really hard to 
get out. 

Is that something you can get used to or does 
it feel just as painful each time? 

You get used to it but not used to the way 
it feels. Tbu’re used to going through it. 

It’s like, “OK, this is what’s going to hap- 
pen.” It still hurts as bad as it does the first 
time. It’s not a surprise. You know what 
you’re getting into. 


Some people are afraid of being surprised. 

There’s a large man with an evil look in his 
face holding a metal office tool to your skin. 
It’s kinda intimidating. 

How much did you relate to the story 
of “The Wrestler”? 

A lot. Because he’s having trouble paying 
his bills, his personal life’s kinda screwed 
up, {he] doesn’t see his {daughter} like he 
wants to, he’s {struggled} with his wife, he’s 
tried to work something out with a stripper 
and that’s not going so good for him. {He’s} 
locked out of his trailer, {he’s} hurt. And 
sometimes when you’re hurt you gotta work 
a real job to pay the bills. With the excep- 
tion of {taking} steroids, that’s pretty much 
how things have been for me sometimes. 

It seems like a lot of the film’s lessons are 
universal, but will wrestlers get the most out 
of the movie? 

Mostly, a lot of the older fellas that I talk to 
say, ‘Aww, that’s my life, man. I can just pic- 
ture that happening to me.” 


How do you think Mickey Rourke would do if 
he went pro? 

I guess he has the look. First of all, he 
wouldn’t make as much money So that’d be a

negative. Second of all, if he could do some- 
thing with “The Ram” character, {he} would 
have a little bit of market value because of 
the movie. 

What’s something you’ve done in the past 
that you’d be reluctant to do again? 

I’m really nervous with heights. I had to do 
something with a ladder in the movie, and I 
was really, really scared of that. I had never 
done anything like that before— the part 
where he slams me off the top of the ladder. 

I have never climbed a ladder in my life. 

If someone gave you a choice between 
climbing a ladder and having a piece of 
paper stapled to your face, you would pick 
the stapling? 

Oh, yeah, 100 times. I am not good with 
heights at all. I was so scared that scene. All 
I could do is just try my best to hide it.

For ‘Beast’ star 
Fimmel, there’s 
no place like home

How you going to keep them down on the farm 
after they’ve seen L.A.? It turns out it’s easy for 
actor Travis Fimmel. 

The Australian actor hails from a 5,500 -acre 
dairy farm in the middle of nowhere, 10 hours 
from Sydney and 15 miles from the closest town. 

“It’s my favorite place in the world,” he says 
with almost no accent. “My dad and one brother 
are working the farm. They laughed when I said 
I wanted to act. We laugh about it.” 

He doesn’t do much laughing in the drama 
“The Beast,” airing at 9 p.m. Thursdays on A&E. 
Fimmel plays young FBI agent Ellis Dove, who 
is recruited to investigate his partner Charles 
Barker, played by Patrick Swayze. Fimmel is one 
of dozens of Australian actors appearing on U.S. 
TV at the moment. 

And, like Simon Baker of “The Mentalist,” 
Toni Collette of “The United States of Tara” 
and Ryan Kwanten of “True Blood,” Fimmel has 
erased his Aussie accent for his role. 

Fimmel acknowledges that he struggled to 
lose his Aussie accent during the nonstop filming 
schedule last year in Chicago. He worked with 
a dialect coach to learn flat American speech, 
practicing in his trailer every morning. 

All the focus of the show has been on Swayze’s 
yearlong battle with pancreatic cancer. Fimmel 
says he learned a lot from the veteran actor. 

“He taught me a lot about elegance, talking to 
creative people on set— because everybody’s got 
their idea of stuff and it’s a collaboration, so it’s 
always gonna be conflicted. And he helped me 
deal with that a lot,” says Fimmel, admitting to 
an ‘Australian temper.” 

“The Beast” is the 29 -year-old’s first major 
U.S. role, unless you count the syndicated series 
“Tarzan,” which ended after eight episodes in 
2003. That was one of the first roles Fimmel, a 
former model, ever auditioned for. 

“I’ve been very lucky,” he says. “My biggest 
problem is I love Australia so much, and I spend 
most of my time there.” redeye, ivict,ap contributed.
